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AMENDMENT RELATING TO INCLUSION IN THE CHICAGO CONVENTION 
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OF 1944 OF SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS TO IMPROVE THE SAFETY OF 
INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION (CHAPTER XVI BIS) 

THE ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING MET IN ITS TWENTIETH SESSION (EXTRAORDINARY) AT ROME, 

ON THE DAY OF SEPTEMBER 1973, 

RECALLING THE PERTINENT PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER OF THE UN IN 
PARTICULAR ITS ART2 PARA 4 WHICH STATES: ALL MEMBERS SHOULD 
REFRAIN IN THEIR INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS FROM THE THREAT OR 
USE OF FORCE AGAINST THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OR POLITICAL 
INDEPENDENCE OF ANY STATE OR IN ANY MANNER INCONSISTENT WITH 
THE PURPOSES OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 

CONSIDERING THAT, BY BECOMING PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION 
ON INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION, CONTRACTION STATES HAVE 
AGREED ON CERTAIN PRINCIPLES AND ARRANGEMENTS IN ORDER THAT 
INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION MAY BE CONDUCTED IN SAFE AND 
ORDERLY MANNER, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE CONTRACTION STATES DESIRE THAT 
ALL PRACTICABLE MEASURES BE TAKEN TO SECURE THE SAFETY OF 
INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION, 

CONSIDERING THAT UNLAWFULACTS AGAINST THE SAFETY OF CIVIL 
AVIATION JEOPARDIZE THE SAFETY OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY, 

SERIOUSLY AFFECT THE OPERATION OF AIR SERVICES AND UNDERNINE 
THE CONFIDENCE OF THE PEOPLES OF THE WORLD IN THE SAFETY OF 
CIVIL AVIATION, 

CONSIDERING THAT IT IS DESIRABLE TO ENSURE APPLICATION BY 
THE LARGEST POSSIBLE NUMBER OF STATES OF THE PROVISIONS OF 
CONVENTIONS DEALING WITH UNLAWFUL ACTS AGAINST THE SAFETY 
OF INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION BY INCORPORATING THEM INTO THE 
CONVENTION ON INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION DONE AT CHICAGO 
ON 7 DEC 1944, 

(1) APPROVES, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS FO ART 94(A) 

OF THE CONVENTION AFORESAID, THE FOLLOWING PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE SAID CONVENTION: 

THE FOLLOWING NEW CHAPTER WHALL BE ADDED TO PART III OF THE 
CONVENTION ON INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION: 

QTE CHAPTER XVI BIS 

SUPPLEMEMTARY PROVISIONS TO IMPROVE THE SAFETY OF ARTICLE 
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79 BIS 

WHEN AN ACT OF UNLAWFUL SEIZURE OF AN AIRCRAFT HAS BEEN COMMITTED 
OR WHEN, DUE TO THE COMMISSION OF AN UNLAWFUL ACT AGAINST 
THE SAFETY OF CIVIL AVIATION, A FLIGHT HAS BEEN DELAYED OR 
INTERRUPTED, ANY CONTRACTING STATE IN WHOSE TERRITORY THE 
AIRCRAFT OR PASSENGERS OR CREW ARE PRESENT SHALL FACILITATE 
THE CONTINUATION OF THE JOURNEY OF THE PASSENGERS AND CREW 
AS SOON AS PRACTICABLE, AND SHALL WITHOUT DELAY RETURN THE 
AIRCRAFT AND ITS CARGO TO THE PERSONS LAWFULLY ENTITLED TO 
POSSESSION. 

ARTICLE 79 TER 

EACH CONTRACTION STATE SHALL IN ACCORDANCE WITH ITS NATIONAL 
LAW REPORT TO THE COUNCIL AS PROMPTLY AS POSSIBLE ANY RELEVANT 
INFORMATION IN ITS POSSESSION CONCERNING: 

(A) ACTS OF UNLAWFUL SEIZURE OF AN AIRCRAFT; 

(B) UNLAWFUL ACTS AGAINST THE SAFETY OF CIVIL AVIATION; 

(C) THE ACTION TAKEN PURSUANT TO ART 79 BIS; 

ID) THE MEASURES TAKEN IN RELATION TO THE OFFENDER OR THE 
ALLEGED OFFENDER AND, IN PARTICULAR, THE RESULTS OF NAY 
EXTRADITION PROCEEDINGS OR OTHER LEGAL PRECEEDINGS. 

ART 79 QUATER 

EACH CONTRACTION STATE UNDERTAKES TO REFRAIN FROM THE USE OF 
FORCE OR THREAT THEROF AGAINST CIVIL AIRCRAFT, AIRPORTS OR 
AIR NAVIGATION FACILITIES AND SERVICES OF ANOTHER STATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND OF THIS CONVENTION. THIS ART SHALL NOT IN ANY EVENT BE 
CONSTRUED AS LEGALIZING UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES THE USE OR 
THE THREAT OF THE USE OF FORCE IN VIOLATION OF THE RULES OF 
INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

ARTICLE 79 QUINQUES 

WHEN EIGHTY-SIX CONTRACTION STATES TO THIS CONVENTION HAVE 
BECOME PARTIES TO THE CONVENTION FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF UNLAWFUL 
SEIZURE OF AIRCRAFT, SIGNED AT THE HAGUE ON 16 DEC 1970, 

ARTS 1 TO 1 1 OF THAT CONVENTION SHALL FORM AN INTEGRAL PART OF 
THIS CONVENTION, PROVIDED THAT IN THOSE ARTS REFERENCES TO 
QTE CHAPTER UNQTE AND REFERENCES TO ARTS IN THE SAID HAGUE

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(F) THE SECRETARY GENERAL SHALL IMMEDIATELY NOTIFY ALL STATES 
PARTIES OR SIGNATORIES TO THE SAID CONVENTION OF THE DATE ON 
WHICH THE PROTOCOL COMES INTO FORCE. 

(G) WITH RESPECT TO ANY CONTRACTION STATE RATIFYING THE 
PROTOCOL AFTER THE DATE AFOREESAID, THE PROTOCOL SHALL COME 
INTO FORCE UPON DEPOSIT OF ITS INSTRUMENT OF RATIFICATION 
WITH THE INTERNATIONAL CIVIL AVIATION ORGANIZATION.VOLPE 
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
